in Canada last year reached the large 
total of 2,900,000 boxes, being about 85,- 
000 boxes over the previous year, This 
was largely owing to the excessive 
manufacture of fodder cheese in March 
and April, and November and Decem- 
ber. The uncertainty of the extent and 
time of the manufacture of these fod- 
ders, together with the inferior quality 
produced, tends to depress the market, 
creates a lowering of values, and affects 
the prices obtainable during the whole 
of the summer season. ‘The opinion of 
this Association is that it is strongly in 
the interests of dairymen that the man- 
ufacture of cheese should not commence 
before May ist, and should close not 
later than November 15th. If this is 
dona, a steadier market would result, 
and a better average price would be ob- 
tained. The question of what to do 
with the surplus milk during the sea- 
sons referred to, is easily settled by the 
manufacture of butter. By giving 
closer attention than heretofore to the 
‘requirements of the trade in Butter, the 
quality would be very much improved, 
and we should soon gain a reputation 
and quick market for goods made dur- 
ing the winter and early spring months. 
Most profitable use could be made of 

the skim milk for the feeding of stock. 
The prospects for the manufacture of 
butter have never been brighter than 
they are this season. The exportation 
of butter from Russia, which is assum- 
ing large proportions, will probably be 
much curtailed by the war between 
that country and Japan, and this fact, 
together with the firm advices from 
England, should bring about higher 
prices in the near future. With. the 
present good home trade demand’ pro- 
ducers of choice creamery butter will 
find prices profitable this spring. The 
stock of cheese in Great Britain and 
Canada, is now almost double that of 
last year, and if many fodders are made 
it is bound to result in phenomenally 

low prices during. the coming season.

Your Insurance Policy. 


In a lawsuit at Hamilton to recover | 
the amount of a life insurance policy 


the defence put in by the company is 
that the policy had expired, and was 
not in force at the time of the insurer’s 
death, although he died during the 
thirty ‘days’ grace allowed for the pay- 
ment of premiums. As the Hamilton 
Herald says, this will come as a sur- 
prise to policy-holders everywhere, for 
it is an universal custom to take ad- 
vantage of the thirty days’ grace. The 
prevalent opinion is that the month is 
ziyen to emphasize the notice that the 
payment is due and to prevent policies 
lapsing ‘through carelessness, or by 
failure to note the date. It was gener- 
ally supposed to be an arrangement 
found by experience to be as advanta- 
geous to the companies as to the insur- 
ing public. But if the contention of the 
defence be sound in this case, it means 
that the great majority of those who 
carry life insurance are in reality ‘in- 
sured during only eleven months of 
! each year. : 

This point needs to be cleared up, and 
it is hoped that the action in Hamilton 
will settle it definitely, for if a man be 
not protected by insurance during the

Tobneco Smoke and the Blood, 
Two or three mouthfuls of tobacco 
smoke from a cigarette were shaken up 
with a few drops of blood diluted with 
water in a bottle. Almost immediately 
the blood assumed the pink color char- 
acteristic of blood containing monoxide 
gas, and. further observations with the 
spectroscope confirmed the presence in 
the blood of carbon monoxide. Similar- 
ly a few mouthfuls of smoke from a 
pipe and a cigar were tried, and the re- 
sults were even more marked. In this 
experiment we have some explanation 
in particular of the evil effects of ciga- 
rette smoking, for it is chiefly cigarette 
smoke that is inhaled, an indulgence by 
which the poisonous carbon mouoxide 
is introduced directly into the blood. 
This effect of tobacco smoke upon the 
blood appears to us to be of consider-

point itis true, but was not Russia pre 
vented from sending her warships 
through the Dardanelles by the same 
method ? : 

I am unable to understand why the 
regulations governing the relations of 
individuals should not apply as well to 
nations. It would appear that such a 
yirtue or thing as a national conscience 
isofdoubtfulexistence. Russian states- 
men and diplomats are habitual, con- 
sistent, or in the vulgar phrase, cheer- 
ful liars, whereas those of other coun- 
tries are spasmodic stretchers and lie 
when political exigencies appear to 
make lies useful as a source of revenue. 
Russians expect other people to lie as 
they do, but we hold up our hands in 
“holy horror” at Russian duplicity, 
yet doa little as a diversion, neverthe- 
less; but of course ours are only white 
lies. 

The torrent of abuse and ridicule of 
Russia is not dignified on our part and 
is of very doubtful service to Japan. 

If the Russians of to-day do not belie 
their Crimean ancestors, Japan has a 
hard task to accomplish. 

It is less than one month since hos- 
tilities began. The land forces of the 
rival powers have not yet clashed, and 
yet the columns of rubbish in the papers, 
as, well as the prevalent talk indicate 
that Russia is hopelessly beaten. Is it 
possible our people have forgotten the 
war between Russia and Turkey, 
1852-54? Then after this war for two 
years, Russia was capable of giving 
Britain, France, and Sardinia a fairly 
good argument for two years more, 
1854-56. The Muscovites showed great 
endurance, tenacity, and courage, yet 
Russia succumbs to Japan before hav- 
ing been hurt! I have always regard- 
ed Russia, with one and a half millions 
of soldiers with the colors on a peace 
footing, as the greatest military power 
on earth, and in this case, when fight- 
ing for an open port of such vital im- 
portance to her, I fancy she will not 
yield until completely exhausted. 

Although both Russia and Japan are 
conducting their operations in profound 
secrecy, yet our civilian military sages 
assure us that Russia has been * caught

and sensible part. In our landations of 
the Japanese army and navy we make 
ourselves ridiculous. What do we 
know of the quality of the Japanese 
army? It has never met a foe equipped 
after the modern fashion. Quite prob-

self, but we are not ignorant of the 
mettle of the Russians, as shown at 
Plevna, Shipka Pass, Inkerman, Boro- 
dino, and scores of other battles.

Standing an Egg on End, 

Any fresh egg can, without being 
boiled, be balanced on either end by 
any one possessing patience and a 
steady hand. 

In order to save time the egg should 
be placed for a short time on the end 
upon which it is desired to balance it, 
80 as to allow the yolk to settle; then (ffice on Mill St., Stirling. 
both forearms of the person making 
the experiment should be rested on the 
edge of the table and the egg should be 
taken between the three fingers and 
thumbs of both hands and slowly turn- 
ed around until the center of gravity is 
found. 'This experiment may at first , 
require a little time, but after a little 
practice it will be found very easy to 
do. It would be well to try it first on 
the tablecloth and then on the bottom 
of a plate.

A Frenchinan Buys it and Will 
Erect Monument. 


M, Osiris, the wealthy philanthro- 
pic Frenchman who is always cn- 
thusiastic for Napoleonic relics, has 
bought a great part of the field of 
Waietloo, and proposes to erect a 
monument there to the memory of 
the 80,600 Irenchmen who fell in the 
great battle, 

He began to acquire parts of tha 
land in 1900, and when last year, 
the society known as La Sabretache 
failed to secure sufficient subscrip- 
tions to erect the late M. Gerome’s 
magnificent monument, ‘“The Dying 
Eagle,’’ at Waterloo, M. Osiris came 
forward and offered to bear the en- 
tire expense. The society, however, 
aid not see their way to place the 
work in the hands of a private  in- 
dividual. 

M. Osiris therefore quietly went on 
purchasing land in the neighborhood 
of the battlefield. Me now, proposes 
to erect a monument there that will 
rival the pyramid and Belgian lion, 
and to offer the land and monument 
to the French Government, 

Meanwhile the land near that 
which the German monument is 
‘ing erected has been purehased by 
MM, Larroumet de Mauroy © and 
Houssaye, and presented to the Sa- 
bretache Society. 

M. Osiris is lavish in his gifts. 
The latest is the famous chateau of 
La Malmaison, which has just. been 
accepted by the state. The chateau, 
which is about twenty miles from 
Parls, was the residence of the TWin- 
press Josephine, who purchased it in 
1798. 

It was abandoned by the Iraperial 
court for St. Cloud, but 
retired there after her divorce, and | 
died there in 1814. Napoleon stayed 
there for five days alter the battle of 
Waterloo.

up and the seed bed fine and com- 
pact. It is often necessary to use 
a roller and sometimes a disk to get 
it in the best of condition. Usually 
however, two or three harrowings 
will be sufficient, and in some cases 
one is all that is absolutely neces- 
sary, 

After the land has been thoroughly 
prepared, seed with a drill, using 
about 14 bushels of good, clean seed 
to the acre. Rye is a hardy crop, 
and it can be sown quite early, with- 
out much danger of scrious injury 
from frosts.

“Yn Search of a Siberian Kloncike’’ 
tells of being overtaken by a severe 
snow-storm.

At this time the thermometer 
stood thirty-five below zero, We 
could not tell whether it was actual- 
ly snowing or whether the snaw was 
only being driven by the wind; but 
at any rate the air was filled with 
it, and the prospect was anything 
but exhilarating.

1) ioulth ts a bat thing at any dime, 
but 150 yeurs ago it wus onde gore 
terrible by the remedies in ase, Blood- 
letting, of course, Wis u Sslaple affair, 
A writer in Macinillan's Mogazine says 
that everybody wis bled twiee a year 

in the ring and autumn, The -bar- { 
bers were the surgeons and, like wige 
men, adapted thelr prices to their pa- 
tients. 

A gentleman who so indulged him. 
self as to go to bed to be bled wag 
charged balf a crown and his fine lady 
half a sovereign. Certain days were 
unlueky for Woodletting, and nothing 
would induee the barbers to operate 
on these occasions. Serious diseases 
seem to have been beyond the medical 
skill of the day. Villages ond towns 
simply drove out the infected from 
their midst. 

Among remedies herbs of course 
played a great part. “lor salves,” runs 
an old notebook which had a great 
yogue, “the country parson’s wife 


seeks not the cily and prefers her gar- 
den and fields before all outlandish 
gums.” Sage was held a yery great 
medicine, It was even asked in Latin, 
“Why should any one die who has sage 
in his garden?” If any one had a dis- 
ease of the mouth, the Eighth Psalm 
should be read for three days, seven 
times on each day.

For insanity or fits whipping was 
prescribed, Little wonder that mor- 
tality was great.

“THE SLEEPLESS ARCH.” 


Old Hindoo Principle the Basis of 
All Modern Bridges. 


Although the building of great arches 
of masonry dates beyond the ancient 
Roman civilization, the principle that 
gives strength to the massive stone 
bridges of today is the same that built 
the bridges of the Roman empire. 

The history of bridge building is, to 
a large degree, the history of the arch, 
whose efficiency lies in the truth of the 
old Hindoo saying that “the arch never 
sleeps” because each separate section 
of which it consists, beginning at the 
keystone, or central section, {is con- 
stantly pushing against its immediate 
nelghbors until the pressure finally 


‘reaches the firm foundation upon which 


the structure is erected. 

To secure a perfectly trustworthy 

foundation, therefore, the bridge build- 
er has often to penetrate far below the 
surface of the earth, and not infre-~ 
quently the part of his structure thus 
covered up and concealed is greater 
than that visible above ground. 
‘It was their inability to solve the 
problem of a trustworthy foundation 
that led the ancient Hindoos to dis- 
trust the arch, arguing that the sleep- 
less activity that held it together was 
equally active in tearing it to pieces, 

Not only is the modern bridge builder 
skilled in setting his structure on a 
firm base, but thoroughly acquainted 
with the time honored materials for 
his work, to say nothing of new ma- 
terials, and an important part of his 
student training in such modern schools 
as the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology is deyoted to methods of test- 
ing materials during construction that 
would have surprised and delighted 
eyen the most accomplished of the an- 
cient Roman engineers.

Many inquiries have been made by 
Ontario farmers regarding the treat- 
ment of smut in oats. Experiments 
have been conducted at the college in 
order to ascertain the most effectual 
remedies which can be used for this 
pest. ‘Two varieties of oats were select- 
ed in the spring of 1902, and again in 
the spring of 1908, and uniform samples 
from each variety were submitted to 
special treatments with the object of 
killing the spores of smut adhering to 
the grain. The various treatments 
were as follows: 

(1) Immersion in hot water. For 
this treatment the grain was placed in 
a bag, which was then immersed in 
water at about 115 degrees I’. Soon 
afterwards it was placed in water which 
was kept at a temperature between 180 
and 185 degrees I, The grain was 
occasionally stirred and was allowed 
to remain in the water for a period of 
15 minutes. It was then spread out on 
a clean floor to dry, where it was occas- 
sionally stirred.

New Fishery Regulations. 


Some radical changes in the regula- 
tions governing the taking of fish were 
‘agreed to at a recent conference between 
officials of the Dominion and Provincial 
Governments. 

In future no black bass under twelve 
inches in length can be taken, and the 
number to be taken in a day by a fisher- 
man cannot exceed eight. Formerly 
the minimum length was ten inches and 
the maximum number twelve. 

A change is also made in the close 
season. In the past the season extend- 
ed from April 15th to June 15th, but it 

was found that tons of fish were taken 
through the ice, either by spearing or 
other means, so that the close season 
will now extend from January ist to 
June 30th. Fishermen will note that 
it is illegal to take black bass until 
July ist. , 

A winter close season is also provided 
for the protection of maskinonge and 
yellow pickerel or dore. 

A new regulation prohibits absolutely 
the sale of bass, maskinonge and brook 
trout either by whites or Indians, and 
the Order-in-Council permitting anglers 
to take fish out of the province will be 
cancelled,

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The Story of Toledo Cathedral, 

The cathedral of Toledo is perhaps 
the finest architectural glory that 
Spain can boast. The site was occupied 
by at least three churches before the 
erection of the present building, the 
first one, according to popular legend, 
having been evected during the life- 
time of the Virgin Mary and visited 
by her. Of this church we know noth- 
ing, The second was pulled down in 
1032. The third was finished in 1085 
and was occupied by the Moors for 
many years as 4 mosque, Afterward 
it was the cathedral of Spain, until in 
the early part of the thirteenth century 
Alfonso IX. had it pulled down and the 
present one erected in its stead, It 
is 404 feet long and 204 feet wide, is 
built from material quarried in the 
neighborhood and is of the purest 
Gothic, It was designed by Pedro Pe- 
rez Diaz, who supervised its erec- 
tion for nearly fifty years and conse- 
erated his life to it. During the five 
centuries after his death more than 
150 architects were employed upon it, 
and for 266 years the work was un- 
interrupted._St.

POPULAR HATRED OF THE ANIMAL IS 
OF GREAT ANTIQUITY, 

In Lewendary as Well as In Superati- 
the Min-

The unfortunate toad has from time 
immemorial been an object of distrust 
and aversion, especially among the 
common people, A pleasing tale runs 
that a gentlemnn, walking along a 
country lane, came suddenly upon a 
village boy belaboring the crushed 
body of a toud with a henvy stick and 
exclaiming at each blow, “T’ll larn ’o 
to be a toad!” whereat the indignant 
newcomer, seizing the misereant by 
his collar, vigorously applied a cane 
to his legs, remarking, “I'll larn you 
to be a boy!” The popular hatred of 
the toad, indeed, is of such antiquity 
and is still so general as to seem in- 
eradieable, That the crenture Is not 
dangerously poisonous it is hopeless 
to attempt to convince the ordinary 
rustic, Doubtless this bellef has its 
origin in the acrid secretion which the 
tond bas the power of emitting when 
disturbed or annoyed unduly and 
which will cause a dog that has in- 
eautiously picked up a toad to foam 
at the mouth, Again, the uncouth ap- 
pearance of the creature has had much 
to do with the feeling of repulsion 
with which it has always been regard- 
ed, “Squat like a toad” is the phrase 
by which Milton describes the evil one 
essaying to reach the ear of Bye. 

Superstition, in truth, has laid a firm 
hold on the toad’s misshapen figure. 
The belief, not only in the existence of 
“toad stones,” but in their efficacy as 
a sovereign remedy for certain ills, 
which is still common in parts of the 
country, is of very ancient date. 
“There is to be found in the heads of 
old and great toads,” says Ienton, 
writing in 1569, “a stone they call 
borax, or stelon, which, being used as 
rings, gives forewarning of yenom.” 
In the Londesborough collection is a 
silver ring of the fifteenth century in 
which one of these toad stones is set. 
They were supposed always to bear 
on their surface a figure resembling @ 
toad, being somewhat similar trinkets, 
one may imagine, to the scarabseus 
ornament of the Hgyptians. Another 
early writer remarks, “A toad stone 
called ‘erepandia,’ touching any part 
envenomed by the bite of rat, wasp, 
spider or other venomous beast, ceases 
the pain and swelling thereof.” It 
was believed that when brought near 
to poison the stone sweated and chang- 
ed color, thus conveying to its wear- 
ers a timely warning of danger. 

It is to these peculiar amulets that 
Shakespeare is supposed to refer in 
“As You Like It:” 

Sweet are the uses of adversity, 
Which, like the toad, ugly and venomous, 
Wears yet a precious jewel in his head, 

Is it not probable, however, that the 
poet, being a poet, is here alluding to 
the eye of the toad, an object, as all 
who are really familiar with the ap- 
pearance of this humble batrachian 
will agree, than which there are few 
more beautiful in nature? 

Perhaps the most familiar supersti- 
tion in regard to toads is that, still rife, 
which supposes them capable of exist- 
ing for an indefinite period in the inte- 
rior of rocks, stones or hermetically 
sealed cavities. Numberless ‘“authen- 
tic instances” of this remarkable pow- 
er haye been brought forward from 
time to time. The following exam- 
ple from an old book is typical: “In 
1793 Mr. George Wilson, a mason, met 
with a toad, which he wantonly im- 
mured in a stone wall that he was 
then building. In the middle of the 
wall he made a close cell of lime and 
stone, just fit for the magnitude of its 
body and seemingly so plastered as to 
prevent the admission of alr. In 1809, 
sixteen years afterward, it was found 
necessary to open a gap in this wall 
for a passage of carts, when the poor 
creature was found alive in its strong- 
hold. It seemed at first in a very tor- 
pid state, but it soon recovered anima- 
tion and activity and, as if sensible of 
the blessings of freedom, made its way 
te a collection of stones and disappear- 
ed.” It is known that toads can exist 
for a long time without food, and it is 
generally believed that they live to a 
great age, and doubtless these two pe- 
culiarities have had much to do with 
the superstition in regard to their sup- 
posed penchant for a hermit’s life. The 
fallacy, however, was completely ex- 
posed by Dean Buckland, father of 
Frank Buckland, the great naturalist, 
who went to the trouble of testing the 
truth of the theory by an exhaustive 
series of experiments. It need only be 
remarked that none of bis yictims sur- 
vived the incarceration. 

In legendary as in superstitious lore 
the tond plays no small part. It may 
not be generally known that the fleur- 
de-lis of France was originally in shape 
a toad, Thus at least runs the tale. 
Clovis, king of France, bore on his ban- 
ner the deyice of three toads, or “‘botes,” 
as they were called in old French. His 
baptism gave great umbrage to the Arl- 
ans, who rebelled and assembled a 
large host against him under King 
Candat. Clovis while on his way to 
meet the heretics was granted a vision, 
wherein he saw in the henvens his de- 
vice of three toads miraculously chang- 
ed into three lilies “or’ on a banner 
“azur.’ Such a banner he caused in- 
stantly to be made, calling it his “‘lit- 
lambe.”—London Globe.

Confederate Coinage,

entire coinage of the Confederate 
states consisted of four half dollar 
pleces, The obverse side had a god- 
dess of liberty (same as United States 
coins) in an are of thirteen stars, in 
her right hand a shield of conventional 
design with “Liberty” thereon and be- 
low the date, 1861. On the reverse 
side was an American shield beneath 
a Liberty cap, the union containing 
seven slars—representing the seven se- 
ceding states—the whole surrounded by 
& wreath; at the left cotton in bloom, 
at the right sugar cane. ‘Lhe legend 
was “Confederate States of America,’ 
In the exergue, “Half Dol.” ‘Lhe bor- 


ders were milled and the edge was ser- 
rated.
